REFERENCE MADE IN PRAYER 


Annual Assembly Opens Sunday Un­ 
der Usual Circumstances— Stage 
is in Mourning 


Reverently and devoutly the Rush 
«ounty chautauqua, in its 
opening 
program Sunday afternoon took cog­ 
nizance of the great tragedy that be­ 
fell the nation when President H ar­ 
ding died last Thursday night. 
Warm praise for his teachings and 
the example he set as a man, prayer 
for the new president and hope that 
lie will be guided by divine power, 
were expressed in prayer and speech. 


Suggestions were made today that 
the observance of the national day 
of mourning, next Friday, due to the 
untimely death of Mr. Harding, be 
held in connection with the 
chau­ 
tauqua, but plans have not 
taken 
-hape yet, to observe the day in con­ 
formity with the proclamation issued 
Saturday by President Coolidge. 
The stage at the chautauqua is de­ 
void of any decorations, with the ex­ 
ception of a large 
American 
flag, 
flanked by black streamers, hanging 
at the hack of the stage, and a pic­ 
ture of the late president, bordered in 
black, above tin* stage. 


“ I come to my work today under 
the spell of the great tragedy 
that 
has befallen the nation,” said 
Dr. 
Charles S. Medbury of Des Moines 
Iowa, at the chautauqua Sunday a f­ 
ternoon. “ I couldn't begin 
without 
stopping in defference to the spirit 
of reverence that President Harding 
brought into our nation’s life. 
“ I feel some way that fhe nation 
has been made wonderfully tender, 
wonderfully kind at heart, by this 
great tragedy. I feel that over a hun­ 
dred million people are sharing with 
me the thought that Garfield so beau­ 
tifully expressed at the time of Lin­ 
coln's death. You will remember that 
when a great crowd 
was 
surging 
about the building of a New 
York 
newspaper which was accused of in­ 
citing the assassination of Lincoln 
by its attitude, Garfield snatched a 
flag, mounted to the steps of 
the 
building, and afer reciting an extract 
from the Psalms, said: ‘God reigns 
and the government at Washington 
still lives..’ 
“ As the funeral train moves across 
the continent through this avenue of 
mourning,” Dr. Medbury

Stroke Of Apoplexy Fatal To Aged 
Man After Illness Of Several 
Weeks With Typhoid Fever

Cedar Rapids, la., August 6.—The 
great heart of file middlewest pul- 
sed in sympathy and sorrow today 
as the train bearing home the"body 
of the late President Harding, flash- 
ed by countless small stations in la. 


All through the night and day, as 


the train maintained terrific speed ou 
its way across the states, people 
stood along the line. There was not 
an hour that was not marked thus 
by groups of men, women and child- 
ren. 


If ever America's heart was laid 


bare, it has been in t'he last few 
days of the transcontinental funer- 
al party. 
. People who stayed up. all night 
and stood at attention as the train 
passed at sixty miles an hour, are 
animated by more than 'furiosity. It 
was nearly 3 a, in., when the train 
reached Omaha, but there was a vast 
throng stretching as into the dim 
of the night. 
And then as 
the 


train crossed into Iowa, there was 
smaller groups, whose faces were 
swept by in a blur, as the train, try- 
ing to make up lost time, made the 
rails ring with its furious speed.
